NOTIFICATIONS 
New Delhi, the '28ih Majj 1971 

S.O. 2151. —Whereas lor the development of export trade of India, certain pro¬ 
posals for subjecting cast Iron manhole covers and frames to compulsory pre-ship¬ 
ment inspection prior to export, were published as required by sub-rule (2) of 
rule 11 of Export (Quality Control and Inspection) Rules, 1064, at pages 113.1-1137 
Of the Ga/.ette cf India Extraordinary, Part II, Section 3, Sub-Section (ii), dated 
the 8th August, 1969, under the notification of the Government of India in the late 
Ministry of Foreign Trade and Supply, No. S.O. 3209, dated the 8th August, 1969; 

And whereas objections and suggestions were invited till the 8th September. 
1969 from all persons likely to be affected thereby; 

And whereas, the said Gazette Notification was made available to the public 
on the 3'ih August, 1969; 

Ana whereas the abjections and suggestions received from the public on the 
said proposals have been considered by the Central Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powcr.s conferred by section 6 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1903 (22 of 1963), and in supersession of the 
notificatiens of the Government of India In, the late Ministry of Commerce No. 
S.O 1687, dated the 3rd June, 1966, the Central Government, after consulting the 
Export Inspection Council, hereby— 

(i) rolifles that cast iron manhole covers and frames shall be subject to 
quality control and inspection prior to export; 
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(2) specifies the type of inspection in acccrdance with the Export of Cast 
Iron Manhole Covers and Frames (Inspection) Rules, 1071 as the type 
of inspection which sbail be applied to such manhole covers and frames 
prior to export; 

(2^ recognises the specifications as declared by the exporter to be the agreed 
specifications cf the export contract for cast iron manwnole covers and 
frames subject to minimum of the specifications set out in the Annexure 
to this notification, as the standard specliication for cast iron manhole 
covers and frames; 

('!) prohibits the export, in the course of international trade, of cast iron 
manhole covers and frames unless the same are acconipunied by a 
certificate issued by one of the agencies recognised for the purpose 
under section 7 of the Export (Quality Control and inspeciicn) Act, 
1963 (22 of 1963) lo the effect that such cast Iron manhole covers and 
frames are export-worthy. 

2. In this notification, ‘‘cast iron manwhole covers and frames ’ means all 
types of cast iion manwhole covers and frames Intended for use in connection witti 
sanitary works- 

3, No tiling in this notification shall apply to the export of samples of cast Iron 
manhole covers and frames to prospective buyers, the f.o.b, value of which does 
not exceed rupees one hundred twenty five. 

4- This notification shall come into force on 28th June. 1971. 

Annuxure 

(See sub-paragraph (3) of paragraph 21 
Specification for Cast Iron Manhole Covers and Frames 

1. Manhole covers and frames shall be of the following grades and types. 

(a) Heavy Duty, denoted by the letters 'HD’ solid type for use under heavy 

veMcular traffic conditions; 

(b) Medium Duty denoted by the letters 'MD' solid type for use under light 

traffic conditions; 

(c) light Duty, denoted by the letters ‘LD’ for use In domestic purposes or 

other places where these are not subjected to wheeled traffic loads. 

2- The manhole covers and frames shall be made from suitable grade of grey, 
cast iron so as to withstand the tests specified in clause 6. 

3- Manhole covers and frames shall be cleanly cast and free from visible air 
and sand holes, cold shuts, warping and other visible harmful defects which are 
likely to impair the quality. The covers shall have a raised chequered design on 
the top surface to p''ovide an adequate non-slip grip, if not otherwise specified in 
the export contract. 

3. (1) The edges of the frames and covers shall be reasonably straight and 
uniform and the gap between the cover and the frame at the top shall not exceed 
4 mm, at any place- 

(2) The covers and frames shall be interchangeable, shall properly fit and there 
shall bo no appreciable rocking. 

4. Dimensions and weights of manhole covers and frames shall be as per speci¬ 
fications declared by the exporter as the agreed specifications of the export contract. 
'The tolerance on dimensions and weight of covers and frames shall be as given 


below; —

5. (i; Before coating, the manhole covers and frames shall be properly ground 
to remove all .superfluous material and shall bo free of loose dust, dirt or sand that 
may be sticking to It. Manhole covers and frames shall be coated with a suitable 
material having tar base or with a black bituminous composition, if not otherwise 
specified In the export contract. 'The coating shall be smooth and tenacious and 
good In appearance. 
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(2) It tihall not flow when exposed to a temperature of 03 °C and not so brittle 
at a temperature of O^C as to chip off when scribed lightly with a pen knife. 

0. (1) The medium and heavy duty manhole covers shall withstand without 
fracture, the loads specified In column (2) cf the Table below for a minimum period 
of 30 seconds, when subjected to the loading test. The loads ore to be centrally 
applied without shock through the medium of bearing blocks with a hard rubber 
facing or other suitable resilient material. The block shall oe sufficiently rigid to 
ensure that the load on the ccver Is equally distributed over the full area of the 
block. The cover shall be supported In frame which may be standard cover frame 
or specially made testing appliance simulating normal conditions of use. The 
diameter of bearing blocks to be used for different grades are al.so Indicated In 
column 4 of the Table

7 Each manhole cover and fianie shall have cast on them the grade, denoted 
by the abbreviations HD/MD/LD- The size of the letters shall not be less than 
IS mm. 

8. Sampling and inspection of each consignment shall be done in accordance 
with the scale prescribed in the Tables below. The cosignment shall be considered 
to be In conformity with the requirements of the standard if the conditions pres¬ 
cribed in the Tables are satisfied-

S.O. 2ir>5. —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of Export 
(Quality Ccntroi and Inspection) Act, 1963 (22 of 1963) and in superses.slon of the 
notification of the Government cf India in the late Ministry of Commerce No. S O. 
1689, dated the 3rd June 1968, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules, namely: — 

1. Short title and coniiuemement.—(1) These rules may he called 1he Export cf 
Ca.'t Iron Manhole Covers and Frames (Inspection) Rules, 1971. 

2, They shail come into force on 28th June, 1971- 

2. Definitions.—In these rules unless the context otherwise requires:— 

(a) ‘Act’ means the Export (Quality Control and Inspeclion) Act, 196,3 (22 
of 1903); 

fb) ‘Agency’ means any one of the Inspection Agencies recognised under 
section 7 of the Act; 

(e) 'Cast Iron Manhole Covers and Frames' means all t.vyc.s cf cast Iron man¬ 
hole covers and frames intended for use in tvnnectlon with sanitary 
works; 

(d) ‘Council’ rpeans the Export Inspection Council established under section 
3 of the Act. 

3. Basis of inspection.—Inspection of cast iron manhole covers and framc.s 
Intended for export shall be carried cut with a view to seeing that the cast iron 
manhole rovers and frames conform to the standard specifications recognised by 
the Central Government under section 6 of the Act. 

4. Procedure of Inspection.—(1) An exporter intending to export cast iron man¬ 
hole covers and frames shall give intimation in writing of his intention so to do 
and submit along with such Intimation a declaration of the specifications, stipulated 
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In the export contract relating to such export to any of the Agcndes to enaMe it to 
carry out the inspection in accordance with rule 3. 

{2) Every intimation and declaration under sub-rule (Ij shall reach the office 
of the Agency not less than two weeks before the expected date of shipment and 
a copy of the intimation shall simultaneously be endorsed to the nearest office of 
the Council either at 14/1-B, Ezra Street (7th floor), Calcutta-1 or at Mani Mahal 
(Znd floor) 11/Zl, Mathew Road, Bombay-4 or at 6B/9, Northern Extension Area, 
Rajlnder Nagar, New Deihi-5. 

(3) On receipt cf the Intimation and declaration under sub-rule (21, the agency 
shall carry out the Inspection of the cast iron manhole covers and frames in accord¬ 
ance with rule 3 and the instructions, if an 3 ', issued by the Council in this regard. 

(4) After completion of Inspection, If the agency is satisfied that the consign¬ 
ment of manhole covers and frames comply with the requirements of rule 3, It 

shall mark each article legibly with its seal and shall issue, within two days of 

completion of inspection, a certificate to the exporter declaring that the corsign- 

inent satisfies the I'onditions relating to quality control and inspection ancl is export- 
woi'thy. 

5. Place of inspection.—Inspection of cast iron manhole covers and frames for 
the purpose of these rules, shall be carried out either: — 

(i) at the premises of the manufacturer, or 

(ii) at the premises at which the goods are ollcred by the exporter, provided 

adequate facilities for the purpose exist therein. 

6. Inspection fee,—A fee at the rale of one per cent of the ,f.o.b. value of Ihe 
consignment shall he paid by the exporter to the agency as in.spection fee under 
the.se rules 

7. Appeal.—(1) Anv person aggrieved by the refusal of the agency to i.ssue a 
certificate under sub-rule (4) of rule 4, may, within ten days of the receipt of the 
conimunlcation cf such refusal by him, prefer an appeal to n panel of experts con¬ 
sisting of not less than three persons appointed for the purpose by the Central 
Oovernment. 

(2j The quorum of the panel shall be three, 

(3' The dcrish n of the said panel on such appeal .shall he final.
